rouble arose when, after the house had

CONFERENCE COMMITTSES. 


The Sundry Civil and the Deficiency Bills— 
Increased Appropriations. 


WASHINGTON, July 30,—General confer- 
ences on the sundry civil bill discussed that 
measure fortwo hours last night and then 
postponed further conference until tonight. 
The senate amendments increase the total ap- 
propriation'over two million dollars. The in- 
crease is divided up among some 250 amend- 
ments, which involves considerable work in 
conference. 

The conferees on the deficiency bill have 
not had a meeting, but will probably get to- 
gether tonight. 

Probably fifteen minutes will suffice to 
dispose of the fortifications bill, so far as the 
house appropriations committee is concerned, 
asitis only necessary to go through the 
formality of reporting back disagreement as 
to the senate amendments, with a request 
for a conference. The committee will not be 
called together for that purpose, however, 
before tomorrow afternoon, so that itis doubt- 
ful if a conference can be ordered before Mon- 


day. : 

The folléwing statement exhibits in detail 
the results of conferences upon the river and 
harbor bill. The principal items upon which 
congress differed were the provisions for San- 
dy bay, New York harber, the Mississippi 
River commission, Potomac Flats, Sturgeon 
Bay canal, Portage Lake canal, and the Hen- 
nepin canal, The house conferees receded 
from Sandy bay, with amendments; one in- 
creasing the amount of appropriation from 
$75,000 to $100,000, and providing for an ox- 
amination of the improvement by a board of 
engineers to be appointed by the secretary of 
war. They also receded from their diagree- 
ment to the item for New York harbor, 
decreasing the amount of appropriation from 
$750,000 to $600,000. The senate amendment 
in relation to the Mississippi river from the 
pasees to the mouth of the Ohio river was 
agreed to, increasing the appropriation there- 
for from $1,687,500 to $2,000,000, which is 
$250,000 less than the amount in the original 
house bill. The house conferees receded from 
their disagreement to the Potomac flats appro- 
priation and te Sturgeon Bay canal appropria- 
tion with an amendment providing that the 
appropriation therefor shall not be expended 
unless the steretary of war and chief of en- 
gineers shal] be satisfied of the expediency and 
desirability of the United States acquiring 
the canal, etc., and working the same 
free of toll. The Portage Lake canal 
amendment was agreed to by the house confer- 
ees, With an amendmentin the same terms as 
those attached to the Sturgeon Bay canal. The 
item relating to the Hennepin canal was 
amended soas toretain a raph in the 
senate amendment, accepting the Illinois and 
Michigan cana) from the state of Iilinois, and

but sixteen persons left alive, 
the bodies of over twenty havin 


been eaten. The sixteen survivors star 
‘down the coast in a sledge drawn by four dogs, 
the only living creatures left them, their po- 
nies having been sacrificed to appease hunger 
long before. When about twenty-four miles 
from Cape Mugford a heavy snow storm set in. 
While the party were endeavoring to find their 
way they were attacked by white bears to the 
number of twenty-five or thirty, which killed 
all of the party but two, the survivors being 


among the number at Cape Mugford.

CuicaGo, July 30.—A dynamite exploding 
excursion party was organized this morning 
to test some of tbe anarchists’ bombs found in 
different parts of the city. Chief of De- 
tectives Shea, with other officers, started at 
10 o’clock in a tug boat loaded with a selec- 
tien of deadly missiles. Five bombs were on 
board. Three of these were discovered in differ- 
ent business houses in the city, the last being 
found afew days o- in Wilbur & Allen’s 
crockery store on st Washington street, 
The proceeded about two miles east of 
the crib. A gas pipe, thirty feet long, with a 
heavy rubber bag, filled wits bombs, attached 
to the lower end, was sunk inthewater, At 
the upper end of the pipe a floater or wooden 
box was attached to keep it from touching the 
watér, Into thisend the fuse wasi and 
touched off. The tug steamed off about three 
hundred yards, In ten minutes the boat shook 
and the water seemed disturbed. A second 
later, a stream of water six feet in diameter 
shot one hundred feet intothe air, and for 
twenty feet around the surface of the water 
avas convulsed, notwithstanding the fact that 
the dynamite had been lowered some twenty- 
eight feetin the water. Hundreds of fish

Those old pioneers were 
a very religious people, and to posterity they 
have bequeathed a royal legacy of churches, 
Through long coves bounded by flourishing 
fields of fruitfal cotton and ranks of luxuriunt 
corn we take our way. Never were prospects 


more flattering than just now. All crops bid 


fair to yield a generous harvest, Corn, where 


it has been cultivated,'is eared out well, and is 


safe. Cotton is still doubtful, but promising. 
in truth there is always a doubt about cotton 
until it finally busts a fellow entirely. Sugar 


cane patches look blue and green, and pota- 


toes are looking remarkably well. People 


grow large quantities of potatoes iu this sec- 
tion. 


By quaint old country houses we drive un- 
til the big plantations give out, aud 
we plunge head foremost into the great pine 
woods. The road was like a narrow, gray rib- 
bon between somber walls of the drear drab 


colored trees, whosearrowy headsseem to pierce 


the blue sky overhead. There is no horizon. 
It is shut out by interminable waves of green 
pine boughs, and the few fleeks of white seen 
ihrough the interstices but deepens the sharp 
ecntrast of sunlight and shadow. Pines tothe 
right, pines to the left, pines everywhere. 
Never before havel realized the feeling of 
solitude to such a degree. Our voices in com- 
mon conversation instinctively fall into a low 
pathetic key. It is the influence of the pines. 
Did you ever notice the plaintive howl of the 
eracker’s voice? His sentences invariably 


close with an involuntary’ § sigh, It 
is the influence of his sur- 
roundings, and that sigh is but 


the echo of the wail of the wind in the pines. 

Ocopilco creek is a somber stream. Its cur- 
rent is of inky blackness, and even its half 
merry ripples reflect the rays of the summer 
sun with a steely glitter that is painfal. 
Gloomy and gruesome must be the lives of the 
water spirits who sport in its turbid tide. 

As we approach Morven, the: country grows 
more rolling. Those long, lonely slopes that 
rise steadily upward with a gentle swell and 
then as slowly and steadily descend to the 
little swampy stream in the hollow, would be 
more inviting, could one rid himself of the 
feeling of depression that hovers around. 

Morven is an old, old town. Mount Zion 
campground, near by,is one of the oldest 
places in the country, and at Colonel Enoch 
Hall’s is the very oldest place in Brooks county. 
Long time ago they used to hold court here, 
and the grand jury completed their wise de- 
liberations among some high lying pine logs, 
while Judge Cole dispensed the law in Uncle 
Sion’s best parlor. The old well is about eighty 
feet deep, and the old colonel, son of 
Uncle Sion, is about eighty years old, and he 
has drunk water from that well, and rested his 
weary limbs in that house during all “these ac- 
cumulative decades. 

The little old mill is gone. Uncle Sion used 
to think a great deal of it. “I kin eat the 
meal as fast as yer ole mill kin grind it,” de- 
risively remarked a country mill boy. 

“How long do ye reckin ye could stand it?” 
queried Uncle Sion, rather sharply.

The intelligence of the death of Judge Mc- 
Cay, of the United States district court, will 
surprise and shock thousands of our readers. 

For many years Judge McCay was a con- 
epicuous figure in publiclife. A New Eag- 
lander by birth, he came to Georgia when 
quite a young man and identified himself 

fith-our people. Hisrise at the bar was 
rapid, but was interrupted by the war. Dur- 
ing the reconstruction era he came to the 
front as an active republican,taking a promi- 
nent part in the constitutional convention 
of 1868. His elevation to the supreme bench 
followed, and later he was made judge of 
the United States district court for the 
northern district of Georgia. 

As a citizen, lawyer and judge, the de- 
ceased always commanded the respect and 
warm regard of a very large circle. During 
the past year or two of his life he was sorely 
afflicted, mentally as well as bodily, bat he 
held the esteem and friendship of those who 
knew him to the last. 

In the death of this distinguished citizen, 
the bench and bar lose one of their 
brightest ornaments, a good man, an able 
lawyer and a just judge. But there are 
others who were negr and dear to the dead 
man who will feel that they have lost a kind 


and loving protector, whose place can never. + 


be filled in this world. These bereaved ones 
have the heartfelt sympathy of the commu- 
nity.

In all probability he is a victim of the 
special microbe, and he deserves sympathy 
rather than abuse. With this invisible little 
demon in our midst it is no wonder that we 
have trouble. Under such conditions the 
country is not safe, and it behooves us to 
lay aside all other things of minor impor- 
tance until we succeed in cornering and ex- 
terminating this deadly enemy. 


He Answers Himself.

Premier Salisbury’s Policy. 

The August session of parliament may not 
develop Premier Salisbury’s Irish policy. 
The new prime minister is in no haste to 
formulate a plan for the government of Ire- 
land, and if he can delay action until the 
winter session, he will considerita point 
gained. 

It will be recollected that the republican 
administration, after our civil war, seized 
upon every alleged outrage in the south, as 
a pretext for coercive measures of govern- 
ment. Similarly situated, in some degree, 
Salisbury and his cabinet anxiously look 
forward to some outbreak in Ireland to 
justify the inauguration of a policy of coer- 
cion. <A pacific, law-abiding line of con- 
duct on the part of the Irish will bafile the 
plans of the new ministry, and perhaps force 
the promulgation of another home-rule 
scheme, differing only inform from Mr. 
Gladstone’s. 

In the meantime the air is thick with pre- 
dictions, The general feeling is that the 
Salisbury government hasa very uncertain 
lease of power. If it attempts coercion it 
will drive off many liberal unionists, and if 
it makes too many concessions to the home- 
rulers, the tories will revolt. With the dis- 
cordant elements composing the coalition, it 
is safe to say that the new premier will not 
be able to hold his followers well in hand. 
Hie cannot afford to make a single false step 
in the face of a powerful and bitter opposi- 
tion headed by such a leader as Gladstone. 
To put it mildly, the outlook is stormy. 


How to Get in London Society. 

Labouchere, the editor of London Trath, 
whom the leading New York editors aliude 
to as “‘Labby,”’ prints an article in his paper 
for the information of Americans who desire 
to make their iafluence felt in London soci- 
ety. The first step, according to this excel- 
lent authority, is to have a large house, the 
second to be ready to spend money on 
guests, and the third to find some one who 
knows how to bid society people to feasts.

Turpentine and Timber. 

It bas been the general opinion that pine 
trees tapped for turpentine are worthless as 
timber. It is so regarded by the govern- 
ment, and there bave been serions complaints 
of the rnthless destruction of growing trees 
in various portions of the south, especially 
in Georgia. But the Northwestern Lumber- 
map seys that the injury to trees by boxing 
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or tapping has been greatly exaggerated; 
and it says that the government inspectors 
are unable to distinguish between boxed 
and unboxed timber. 

The matter is a very important one, so far 
as the pine forests of Georgia are concerned. 
The trouble here seems to be that hundreds 
of thousands of trees too small for purposes 
of lumber are tapped in the Georgia pine 
orchards, and they are thus practically de- 
stroyed. A pine tree big enough to split 
into four fence-raila is good enough for the 
turpentine men, especially those who, by 
reason of the confusion of land titles in 
Georgia, are able to squat on land that does 
not belong to them long enough to tap the 
trees. 

Whether tapping injures the large trees 
in respect of their timber-producing quali- 
ties we do not know, but we do know that 
a vast area of pine forest in Georgia has been 
destroyed.

The recent covtests in this state, both gu- 
bernatorial and congressional, bave settled, defi- 
nitely if not indefinitely, that no candidate here- 
about can well hope for success on a nomination 
originating within the realm of the court house, 
The primary, free and open, has been ordained by 
the upaiterable edict of results to be the only 
method by which. nominees shall make their 
Claims to electivn fixed ana their election itself 
possible. For the time being at least, therefore 
political vigilance may peacefully slumber, and 
opposing fac ions need not fear snap judgmout on 
each other’s behalf: for so surel the partisans 
of a candidate congregate in the candle-light of 
the court room caucus to foi+t the names of aspi- 
rants before the aple outside of the fairer 
form of nomination, then so surely is woe 
the inevitable doom of the man _ or 
men so put forward for election. Whatever there 
has been to regret in the conduct of recent cam- 

aigns— whatever there has been in the shape of 
nter-party rancor or of the rueful spirit of person- 
alism—the method by which the nominees thus 
far have reached the preliminary relation to the 
people is on the clear line to reform. The demo- 
cratic primary bas been declared and adopted to 
be the ruling principle and desirable process of 
nomination; and any candidate who chooses to 
take his chances through any other means of Se- 
lection will commit upon himself voluntary po- 
litica) extinction. If he has no apparent opposi- 
tion at the start, be will awaken by the choice of 
an unpopular medium of nomination a powerful 
antagonism and unexpected contestants, whereby 
he will be swept into irreparable defeat. 


JAMAICA GINGER DRUNKARDS., 


A Long Stretch of Southern Country Where 
No Other Tipple Can be Obtained. 
TITUSVILLE, Fla., July 28.—I have just seen an 
old copy of the Sun containing something about 
Jamaica ginger drunkards. There are lots of them 
in the Indian river country. After leaving this 
town nota drop of whisky can be obtained short 
of Miami, the trading place of the Seminoles from 
the Everglades, It is probably because of the im- 
possibility of catering to the wants of the red men 
without selling whisky that the traveler is able to 
get his flask filled at Miami. In the language of 
the Seminoles, Miami whisky is holowagus, not 
goog, and they areright, butthey think it is better 
than none, inthisthey are right again, for the 
worst drinking water in the world is that of the 
east Florida coast. Settlers tell you that the water 
is ‘‘tol’able good, but is apt to giye you a little dys- 
interry.’’ No strangerin these parts wants to be 
laid up, and extravagant prices for a quart of 
whisky are offered between thistown and Miami 
by strangers whose flasks have run dry. A traveler 
feels much safer when he has alittle whisky along, 
Then he usually boilsthe water and drinks the 
whisky separately. Fairto middling liquor can 
be obtained here, but the best that is sold in Miami 
has been adulterated all the way from North Caro- 
lina to Jacksonville, and then, beginning anew 
all the way to the Everglades. Theonly chance of 
getting adrop of preventive between Ti‘usyille 
and Miemi is in the event of falling in with one of 
the river trading sloops and making a favorable 
impression on the skipper. But the traveler can 
get oceans of Jamaica ginger all the way down. 
Last spring my flaskran dry twenty miles below 
here, at Cocoa. 1 was bound down the river in a 
small cruising craft, and had a pretty feir knowl- 
edge of the properties of the water in eastern 
Florida. I went the rounds of the stores, but could 


get no whisky. 

“But I can fix Say up,” said one of the store- 
keepers, cheerfully. “Take along a dozen bottles 
of Jamaica ginger and a gallon of hard cider. Let 
me show you.’ 

The man poured haif the contents of a four- 
ounce bottle into a tumbler. 

“What's that?’ I asked. 

‘Jamaica ginger.” 

“Great Seott !’’ 

Then the storekeeper went to a barrel and drew 
the glass fu) of cider. 

‘“Jry that,” hesaid ‘The healthiest drink in 
the world, and it’! make you fuller’n a goat.”’ 

The Jamaica ginger was alcohol with a dash of 
essence of ginger. The cider was vinegar, rain- 
water, and cane sugar, the drink was the vil«st 
that the evil ingenuity of a yankee storekeeper in 
the south could concoct. I sipped a little of it, 
and offered totake along a gallon or twoifhe 
would sell me a pint of whisky. He said he 
covldn’t doit, and 1 went on to Rockledge. There 
was nO Whisky for sale there, but of Jamaica ginger 
there was noend. A big hotel was in process of 


| builcing, and a large force of men was there. 3ome 


of them were siceping in tents. That day was 
Saturday, and in the evening the town was swarm- 
ing with men drunk as lords. I asked a resident 
where they got their whisky. 

“They can't get whisky,’’ he said, “It’s Jamaica 
ginger. There isn’t a drop of hard liquer sold be- 
tween Titusville and Miami, but on any Saturday 
nigbt you can see a score of meu lying around with 
their noses in the sand, dead drunk on Jamaica 
ginger, the national beverage of the Iudian river 
country.”’

In a week he was dead from 
pneumonia, Then the reporters began to write 
long sketches of the dead doorkeeper. It turned 
out that he had a history. His name was George 
J. Stannard. He volunteered in Vermont as soom 
as War was declared. Promotion came to him rap- 
idly end at last he rose to the rank of major-gene® 
al. There never was a braver soldier. He was 
shotten times and had his right arm taken off at 
the shoulder by a shell. At Gettysburg and Cold 
Harbor he greatly distihguished himself. In the 
army he was upiversally loved and 
honored. Not one of his associates at 
the capital ever heard him speak 
of his services, brilliant as they were. He accept 
ed his lotin life with cheerful resignation and fought 
adversity to the last as bravely as he ever faceds 
hostile army. He was a faithful, modest man, 
whonever dreamed that he wasahero. He left 
nothing but one month’s salary. A bill is now 
pending to pay his widow a pension of $04 
month.

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INTERIOR OF MEXICO. 


Home Life Among the Peons—Their Dwell- 
ings and Habits, 
Frm the Detroit Free Press. 

In the terras calientes (hot lands) the chil- 
dren often go naked, and the grown people 
wear no more clothing than their partial civil- 
ization demands. The flat roofed adobe house, 
the palm-covered cane hut or a cave in the hill- 
side serves all the purposes of an earthly habi- 
tation for those whose lives are passed within 
them. But here in the coolest part of the re- 
public—a mile and a half above the level of the 
sea—nature has so elevated the country aud 
lowered the temperature that clothing is a ne- 
cessity. There is sufficient rain to penetrate 
the flat roofs and drown out the cave dweliers, 
hence we find the people living above ground 
and under inclined roofs. Thus they have 
advanced by the sheer necessity of their ex ter- 
nal surroundings; but where nature has not 
acied with a compulsory force they still re- 
main in a condition that is scarcely above that 
of the lower animals in some respects. The 
houses are built of mud, stone and adobe. They 
have dirt floors and shed roofs which are cov- 
ered with mud mortar about six inches deep. 
They seldom have windows or any other pro- 
vision for light and ventilation except the deor. 
We often find a large family living in one of 
these rooms, When the evening comesa family 
circle is formed around a few ancient earthera 
mugs and jars which are set on the dirt floor; 
from these they take their scant and simple 
meal; after which a round of cigarettes are 
smoked, then the door is barred, the flickering 
tallow candle is blown out, and while the ua- 
savory fumes of the smoking wick is permeat- 
ing the entire room the last one retires to rest 
in this duvgeon home,a home then darker 
than the blackest night, as unsavory as the 
dungeon of the doomed, and almost as sickly 
and deadly as the black-hole of Calcutta. 

We see these creatures on their knees every 
day and with outstretched arms they bemoan 
their lot and beg of God in his mercy to grant 
them more biessiigs, after which they employ 
what little mental and physical force they 
possess in rejecting these which have already 
been granted. ‘What fools these mortals be.” 

Their diet consists of the various fruits of 
the tropic, with goat’s meat, goat’s milk and 
tortillas (corn cakes) made of salt and water. 
The meal is ground by hand between stones 
similar to those used by the ancients, In 
place of stoves and iron cooking utensils, they 
use elevated fire places and earthen jars, 
which are plaeed over charcoal fires, The 
knowkdge of cooking among all classes 
of women is as meager as the means used, 
hence the breakfast biscuit, white leaf brea’, 
pics, preserves and puddings of the Uuited 
States are hever seen in Mexico. 

THEIR DreEss.—The women wear shawls 
over their heads in place ef hats and bonnets 
and the fashion never changes. Their feet are 
small and ‘they wear tight shoes with very 
high heels. Among tbe lower class plain-cut, 
bright-red dresses are efcten worn, but among 
the higher classes a combination of bright 
colors is preferred. 

The men of every class have & passionate 
fondness for dressed sheep, goat, or deer skin 
cuits. These are often fringed, painted and 
embroidered with silver. The pantaloons are 
often striped down the side with rows 
of buttons and buckles and the wide-brimmed 
sombrero is often adorned with silver stars, 
tassels and a few rounds of heavy silver cord 
around the crown: The peons wear very low- 
crowned, wide-brimmed straw hats, and in 
place of coais they wear heavy woolen blank- 
ets winter and summer. Though I am now 
in the torrid zone and today is July 12th, yet 
I see the natives passing or sunning themselves 
with their blankets wound around them up to 
the nose. Mothers are passing with their ba- 
bies wrapped up out of sight and the mcn use 
sandals in place of shoes or boots. A few are 
dressed as we find them in the United States. 
Thus it is the old and the new, the high and 
the low are all seen at one view. z

The question of the greatest public interest was 
the petitson of the Southern granite company, 
asking a modification of the rate on granite. The 
commissioners, after a full consideration of the 
subject, adopted the following minutes: “In the 
case of the petition of the Southern granite com- 
pany, before the railroad commission for a reduc- 
tion of the rate for the transportation of stone, the 
commission decline to grant any reduction in 
local rates for the present. They recognize, at the 
same time, thatitis theduty, and should be the 
policy of the Georgia railroad, to unite with the 
other roads of the state in making snch through 
rates as would enable the owners of Stone moun- 
tain, that vast deposit of available building ma- 
terial, to introduce their product inallthe mar- 
kets of the United States. Similar reductions have 
been made by ‘railroad companies without the 
state, in connection with railroad companies 
within the state, that enable stone and marble 
from the quarriesof Maine, Ohio, Virginia and 
other states to be furnished to contractors in 
Georgia at prices that displace our own material 
from our private and pubiic works.” 

The commissioners will meet again on August 
10th to hear the complaints ofthe John P. King 
manufecturing company, of Augusta, vs. Port 
Royal and Augusta and Georgia railroad company 
on accountet “over charge on switching.’’

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JUDGE M’CAY DEAD. 


His Failing Healih for Years Past—-A Short Bio- 
grephical Sketeoh of the Life of the Distin- 
guished Gentieman— His Devotion to His 
Family~A Great Man is Gone, 


- 

Judge H. K. MoOay is dead, 

At a quarter to five o’clock yesterday af- 
ternoon his soul passed quietly and calmly to 
the spirit land. 

Judge McCay’s death was sudden and unex- 
pected, notwithstanding the fact that he has 
been in bad health for a long time, and has 
not been considered well for several months 
passed. He wasin his chamber Wednesday, 
and appeared in good spirits. Wednesday 
night he suffered from dyspepsia, and Tahurs- 
day did not go to the court room, as he was 
feeling too badly. 

Yesterday morning he appeared much better 
and would have come to the courtroom had 
not his little granddaughter, Katie, begged 
him to remain at home. To her he could re- 
fuse nothing, and consented to remain. He 
passed the morning 

WITH HIS KATIE 
and the otherchildren. At half-past 1 o’clock 
Captain Ed Murphy went out to his home to 
get him to sign an order for the re.avval of 
Frank Norris, whom he had arrested, to 
Chattanooga. When Captain Murphy 
walked upon the verandah he was met 
byone of the judges grand-daughters, who 
said: “Papais very sick.” From the open 
door Captain Murphy could see the judge lay- 
ing upon a pallet in his sitting room. The 
piece of paper was sent into himand hesigned 
it, afier reading it carefully. This was his 
last official act. Soon after this the judge be- 
gan to complain of being very sick, but would 
not content to go to bed. Ten minutes before 
he died he wasinthe hall with his grand- 
children, and going into his room he un- 
dressed and jay down and without a struggie 
be died, surrounded by his 
LOVING AND DEVOTED FAMILY, 

and Dr. Ernest, who had been called in by 
Mr. Taylor, the judge’s son-in-law, who felt 
uneasy about him. 

As soon as his death was made known a co r- 
mittee from the bar went out to his home. 
This morning the members of the bar will 
hold a meeting in the United States court 
room for the purpose of taking suitable action 
on his death, and to select pall bearers. The 
time of funeral has not been decided upon, as 
it is desired to know at what time his two 
brothers can reach here from Baltimore. His 
remains will be laid to rest in Oakland ceme- 
tery by the side of his devoted wife, who died 
eleven years ago. 

Henry Kent McCay was born in Northum- 
berland county, Pennsylvania, on the Sth day 
of January, 1820, and was more than 66 years 
old atthetime of his death. He attended 
the local schools until his seventeenth year, 
when he entered Princeton college. He was 
a close student, and graduated with distinc: 
tion in 1839. A few months after leaving 
college he came to Georgia and engaged him- 
self for two years inteaching school at Lex- 
ington, Oglethorpe county. During this 
period he studied law under Judge Lumpkin, 
He married a Miss Ray in Lexington. In 
1842 he removed to Americus, Georgia, where 
he resided until after the war. In 1861 ho 
enlisted in the 

FORTY SECOND GEORGIA REGIMENT, 
as lieutenant, under command of Captain 
Willis Hawkins. For four long years he bat- 
tled for a cause he believed to be right. and no 
braver soldier ever shouldered amusket. He 
was in the siege of Atlanta and few men could 
give a better description of the battle here. 
At the close of the war he returned to Ameri- 
cus and began the practice of law, associated 
with Judgé Hawkins. Shortly after this he 
became a republican in politics, and favored 
very strongly the reconstruetien measures. 
He was a member of the constitutional con- 
vention of 1868, Governor Bullock appointed 
him one of the judges of 
the supreme court, which 
— he held for nearly eight years, when 

e resigned and began the practice of law in 
this city. He was interested in many of the 
most important cases that have taken place 
since the war, and commanded a large and 
lucrative practive. Judge McCay was ap- 
pointed as district judge of the federal ceurt of 
the northern district of Georgia on the 4th day 
of August, 1882. Mr. James Atkins, of Savan- 
neh, was first nominated for the place, Judge 
Emory Speer, then the representative of the 
ninth district, being the only member of the 
Georgia delegation who stood up for Atkins. 

SENATOR BROWN OPPOSED 

the appointment of Mr. Atkins, and begun the 
fight against him, and soon proved his unfit- 
ness for the position. The lamented Senator 
Hill protested against his confirmation. Judge 
McCay rec¢ived no opposition in the senate, 
and he received the support and indorsement 
of the Atlanta bar for the judgeship, and his 
appointment was not only desired by this bar, 
but the bar of the state. - 

Judge McCay was a good man, and was as 
‘charitableas one could be. He was liberal 
and conservative in his views. His life was a 
model—a sermon to all who aspire to careers 
of usefulness and honor among their fellow 
men, Many are the humble households that 
will mourn the absence of the hand that “did 
good by stealth,” but now lies stilled forever. 
Many years ago Judge McCay adopted two 
were littles babies. They were twins, and 
upon these : 

TWO LITTLE GIRL BABIES 
was centered his affections. His good wife 
loved them as if they were her ow” children, 
end children never loved father and 
mother with more devotion thaa the 
adopted children. When the little girls 
reached womanhood they married, one 4 Mr. 
C. Clay and the other a Mr. Taylor. Mrs. 
Clay died, and left a little girl, a sweet child, 
but blind. The grandfather took the little 
one and she bas been his constant companion 
ever since. He loved her devotedly, an4Jj4st 
a little while before he died he claspe4 his 
arms around herand kissing her affectiona*°lY 
said: “My sweet, darling Katie.” He loY® 
his other grandchildren, but “Katie” was »'5 
idol.

years 1476 to 1882 he had 
FAILED AS A BANKER 

to make returns for the full: amount, as he 
should have made under section 3408 of the 
revised statutes. Mr. James claimed that the 
returns made by him forthree years were cor- 
rect, and that he paid the full amount he should 
bave paid the government. The difference 
in the amount paid by him andthe amount 
claimed tobe duethe government was ac- 
counted for from the fact thatthere wasa 
Jarge amountin his business which was not 
subject to taxes, That it was borrowed money 
and not banking capital. Mr. James visited 
Washington and called upon the commissioner 
of internal revenue, in person. While he was 
there I received a telegram from the commis- 
siover telling me to suspend proceedings until 
I received a letter from him.

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An Eecaped Convict to Come Back From Tex s-—

Returns Too Small—Capitol Notes, 


One of the departments most to be bene- 
fitted by the completion of the new capitol is 
the state library. Its present quarters are 
wholly inadequate and distressingly unat- 
tractive. 

As @ CONSTITUTION man made his daily 
tour through the capitol yesterday he was at- 
tracted by several heaps of books upon the 
floor of the library and sauntered in. Libra- 
rian Haralson was on hand and as he ap- 
proached, the reporter asked: 

“Are these new books?’ 

“No, just a lot of old ones I am labelling, be- 
fore storing away. They are valuable books, 
though, “The Jurist,” a set of Baglish reports 
that are quite expensive and highly valued as 
authorities. We have the complete set to 
date.”’ 

“What is this pile over here?” 

“These are a lot of our exchanges. There 
is a sort of comity between the states under 
which we exchange our supreme court reports. 
Many of these you see have not been opened 
since they arrived. I am getting 

READY TO BOX THEM UP 
and store them away until we get in the new 
capitol, where we will have room to arrange 
and display them.” 

The quill driver was attracted by the enor- 
mous proportions of a leather-bound book, 
which looked very much like an over-grown 
dictionary. Save being twice as thick, it was 
of about the same dimensions as Webster's 
Unabridged. Involuntarily drawn to this fat 
and dumpy volume, the reporter frecoiled in 
consternation when he came close enough to 
Giscover that it was a patent office re- 
port. There were two points worthy 
of note about the pudgy iittie 
calfskin, however; first, the fact that it con- 
tained 5,200 pages, and second, the excellence 
of the binding. Despite the fact that it was 
nearly a foot thick it could be opened at any 
peint from cover to cover, and would lie just 
as opened witbout the movement ofa leaf or 
any tendency to close up. 

This exchange of supreme court reports be- 
tween the several states is an 

IMPORTANT FEATURE IN THE LIBRARY 

to the lawyers, ard is one that should receive 
special attentiow at the hands of the librarian. 
In every important case decided in the su- 
preme court of one state, cases are cited in the 
reports of balf a dozen others, and to be able 
to turn readily to these references is of great 
benefit to an attorney in making up his 
briefs, When _—itthe new capitol is 
completed, one whole side will be devoted to 
the iibrary, and in the re-arrangement-of the 
books special] attention should be paid to this 
feature, A full set of the United States su- 
preme court :eports, flanked with complete 
sets of state reports in alphabetical order, 
would be aninvaluable section to the members 
of the bar. 

When it is recollected thatthe completion 
of the capitol is three years off and that books 
are already being packed away toawait the 
time, the inadequacy of the present library can 
be better comprehended. 

In view of the fact that the time is so long 
curing which these booksare tobe packed 
away, there opens a wide field for discretion in 
the work,and doubtless there are many vol- 
umes now cumbering the shelves that might be 
consigned to the storeroom and make space for 
books of more recent date and greater value. 

NEW SYSTEM OF TAX RETURNS. 

There was so much complaint at the incom- 
plete returns of property ffor taxa- 
tion, that the last legislature 
attempted to remedy the growing 
evil, They prepared a blank form, embracing 
nearly every known article of property, which 
the property holder has to fill out and swear 
to in making his returns. The working of the 
new system has been encouraging thus far. 
Fifty-five counties have sent iu their digests 
to the comptroller, and these show a net gain 
of $2,462,449 over their returns of the year 
previous. Yesterday digests were received 
from ten counties, as follows: Lumpkin show- 
ing a falling off of 66,698, Milton of $5,842, 
Murrey of $74,317, Schley of $15,371 and Mce- 
Intosh of $11,766. Rabuna gain of $28,874, 
Chattooga of $227,457, Wilcox of $2,710, 
Twiggs of $34,309 and Quitman $1,136, or a 
net gain of $120,592 in the ten counties. 

A CHEAP RAILROAD. 

The Augusta, Gibson and Sandersville rail- 
read, @ narrow gauge road now in course of con- 
struction between Augusta and Sandersville, in 
Washington county, made its returns yester- 
day to the comptroller. They were regarded 
by him as too low, however, and were return- 
ed to President Mitchell with a request to 
explain the low valuation. The returns cov- 
ered fifty miles of completed road and amount- 
ed to $93,000, or something over $1,800 per 
mile. The usual returns by these narrow 
gauge roads are on a basis of three or four 
thousand dollars a mile, 

The Augusta, Gibson and Sandersville rail- 
road has been one of the most successful roads 
ever built in the state, and during the first 
year of its construction it was claimed that it 
paid 15 per cent. , 

AMENDMENTS TO THE CONSTITUTION. 

Governor McDaniel is about to issue his 
proclamation, calling fora vote of the people 
on two proposed amendments to the state con- 
stitution. One relates to the law in reference 

to maimed soldiers, and the other to local or 
special bills. 

At the last session of the legislature these 
amendments were adopted by the necessary 
two-thirds vote, and underfthe law they must 
be voted on by the people at the succeeding 
state election; after two months’ publication in 
each congressional district. 

The present law only provides for payments 
to confederate soldiers who have actually lost 
an arm orleg. Thougha soldier may be a 
cripple, unless his leg has been actually ampu- 
tated he is not entitled to aid from the state 
under the constitution as it now stands.
